Enaded, That from and after the pafting of the fald Ad, all 
Bounties and Duties payable on the Exportation and Importation of 
■Corn, Grain, Malt, Meal, Flour, or Bifcuit refpedivelj, from Great 
Britain to Ireland, and from Ireland X.o Great Britain, fiiould ceafe and 
be no longer payable;; and that it fhould be lawful for any Perfon to 
carry and export out of and from any Por t orPlace in Great Britain to 
any Port or Place in Ireland, and out and from any Port or Place in 
Ireland to any Port or Place in Great Britain, and to import into any 
Port or Place in Great Britain from any Port or Place in Ireland, and 
into any Port or Place in Ireland from any Port or Place in Great Britain, 
without Payment of any Duty whatfoever on that Importation in any 
or Ship or VeffeJ, owned and navigated according to Law,, 
any Sort of Corn or Grain, Meal, Flour, Bread or Bifcuit, whatever 
.% the Average Price of Corn or Grain might be in either Country at the 
Time of fuch Exportation or Importation ;
